One instance of the strong pull they mado 
is noticed in the precinct called the ‘ Patch.“ 
located at Indiana avenue, between Twelfth 
and Sixteenth streets, where forty-tive Demo- 
cratic votes were thrown tothe Heran ticket. 
The business-men in their effort to elect Mr. 
Ballard remained at the polls from the open- 
ing to the close. Their offer of a reward for 
evidence to convict illegal voters and crooks 
had the desired effect. It frightened the Horan 
crowd and they dared not make a crook- 
ed move. It was said last night that the can- 
vass of the registration lists and the checking 
of 1,000 illegal names had more to do with 
the defeat of Horan than any other move of 
the Independent Republicans. 

When Mr. Ballard was seen by a reporter 
for Tur Trreung last night it was understood 
that he was elected by 42 votes. It was 
shortly after 7 o'clock, and he was on his way 
to a vestry meeting of the First Presbyterian 
Church, of which he is an officer. He said: 
As far as Jam personally concerned this 
was the cleanest and most -respectable cam- 
paign that I ever saw. It had a dignity and 
respectability that was remarkable, and I 
never saw such a unanimous organization of 
solid citizenship, I did not put one cent into 
this campaign, and I am proud of it. I think 
Tun Trrsune’s exposure in the newe and ed- 
itorial columns of illegal registration had a 
good effect, and I am considerably indebted 
to W. R. Stirling for the able work that he 
performed in uneagthing these frauds. 

Mr. Stirling is the First Vice-President of 
the Illinois Steel company and never took an 
active part in politics before. He was a 
member of the Second Ward Registration 
committee for the Ballard forces and per-

But the scratching of those tickets 
was such a mutilation as to render them 
illegal and the Election Board will so decide. 
Many illegal things were done in the ward in 
the interest of Ballard. When the official 
count is made and the errors rectified it will 
be found that Iam elected- by about 60 plur- 
ality. 

In the Sixth Ward “ Billy O' Brien's man, 
Martin, was elected by a big majority. The 
Independent Democratic candidates did not 
make any showing worth counting. In the 
Eighth the Bohemians stood by their Demo- 
cratic candidate, notwithstanding that their 
representatives were hooted in the Democrat- 
ic West Town convention. They sent a cheap 
saloonkeeper to represent them in the Coun- 
cil. Fred Rohde also comes back, but Schu- 
macher, another Watsonite, was repudiated 
in the Ninth. The Poles of the Sixteenth 
Ward repudiated Dahlman and elected 
John Schermann, a respectable young 
Polish merchant. Mike Bowler was 
third in the race in the Fifteenth Ward, 
and Maurice O'Connor was beaten in the 
Seventeenth. Ald. Tripp, a Democrat, who 
made a good record in the Council, was beaten 
by a Republican in the Twenty-fifth Ward, 
but by anarrow majority. In the Twenty- 
sixth Ward Altgeld’s man Schlake pulled 
through with a narrow majority of 90, which 
may be reduced by the official count. The 
Nineteenth Ward again elected Ald. Powers. 
The Republican organization contributed to 
this gang victory by presenting Johnny 
Bell as its candidate. 


The election returns are complete with the 


exception of the Twenty-third Precinct of the 
Thirty-second Ward. it does not affect the 
result, as Mann (Rep.) had a walkover. 

It was a Republican day all through, and 
wherever the Republicans were not bulldozed 
or wherever they did not blunder they won.

Members of the American Protective As- 
sociation and Catholics Meet in Con- 
flict at Kansas City One Hundred 
Shots Fired in One Hundred Seconds 
and Two Men Killed Outright-Two of 
the Combatants Fatally Wounded—Ex- 
cited Throngs Watch the Conflict, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., April 3.—{Special.}—The 
bitter animosities that have existed here be- 
tween the American Protective’ Association 

and the Catholics culminated today in a 

pitched battle in which two men were killed, 

two fatally injured, and two others wounded, 

as follows: *

Trouble has been brewing between the two 
factions for several days, the feeling being 
deeply intensified by the active work per- 
formed by the A. P. A. in preparing for 
today’s election. They had completely cov- 
ered the city with workers for their candi- 
dates and developed a strength not all to the 
liking of the opposition. The threatening of 
the Catholics began at an early hour this 
morning, and the tragedy of the day was pre- 
ceded by numerous affrays in which guns 
figured prominently, one aggressive man who 
attacked four A. P. A. men being shot iu the 
head, his life being saved through the fact 
that his skull was thick and the bullet wus a 
small one from a 22-valiber pistol. | 

It cannot be definitely said which side is 
responsible for the unfortunate affair, as the 
partisans of each loudly charged the other 
with being the full cause of all the trouble. 
More than 100 shots were exchanged between 
the combatants in less than that many sec- 
onds,. and when the firing ceased the men 
named were lying dead, dying, or injured on 
the pavement. 

Religious Feeling Causes the Fight. 

The two antagonistic elements were solid-, 
ly divided in their choice of candidates. for 
Mayor. The strong and aggressive sup- 
port that each side gave to its candidate 
during one of the hottest campgigns ever 
known in this city engendered a stzong senti- 
ment of bigotry. It was, therefore, in no 
amiable mood that the workers of the re- 
spective factions came together at the differ- 
ent polling places throughout the city, and 
that these workers came expecting trouble to 
occur before the day was over was apparent 
from the number of deadly weapons that 
were drawn when the first pistol-shot was fired. 
This riot took place on the Southwest boule- 
vard in the Fifth Ward, close to Police Sta- 
tion No. 3, and those who took part in it had 
been heated to the fighting temper by reports 
that had been hourly arriving at the station of 
brawls at other polling places. Only one 
hour before it was known that John Gooley, a 
stonemason, was shot in the back and fore- 
head by William Henry Walker at a voti 
place at the corner of Fifth and Campbe 
streets and that the row was directly due to a 
fiery debate between the men regarding 
the principles of the American Protective As- 
sociation to which Gooley was violently op-

The American Protective Association, which 
supported Davis, the Republican candidate

Itis claimed that one 
of Prior’s followers fired the first shot, That 
one was Mike Callahan, and hé was a dead 
man the next moment. 


Beginning of the Rattle. 


„Then the battle began. The deputy con- 
atables at this polling-booth and the workers 
of all the political factions crowded together 
in a solid mass about 100. strong, and every 
one of them seemed to be armed. Fora min- 
ute or two the discharge of weapons sounded 
like a discharge of musketry by a regiment. 
Hundreds of citizens gathered at every point 
of vantage to witness the battle, which, how- 
ever, was of short duration. These onlookers 
trembled with excitement. Many of the resi- 
dents along the boulevard added to the gen- 
eral feeling of terror by leaning from their 
windows, shouting and gesticulating wildly. 

In less than five minutes from the time the 
first shot x as fired the police from Station No. 
3 appeared upon the scene and quieted the 
disturbance. With their approach the right- 
ing political workers ceased hostilities and 
made a quick effort to hide their weapons. 

Pryor’s men are claiming that Callahan was 
an innocent victim. They assert that it was 
Jerry N. Pate, an A. P. A, man, who first shot 
and that was the shot that killed Callahan.

According to his story he 
was standing on the bridge that crosses O K 
Creek, close to the scene of the riot, when 
Jerry Pate and another man came from the 
other end of the bridge in & buggy, with four 
men running behind. When Pate reached 
the spot where Arthur was standing he jumped 
out of his buggy with a gun in his hand and, 
grabbing hold of Harry McGovern, he said: 
„ Here's one of the men we are after. I've 
got a warrant for your arrest.“ Arthur says: 
‘+t went up to Pate and said: Lou can't take 
him.’

BREOKINRIDGE SENT TYPEWRITTEN 
_ LETTERS TO MADELINE. 


Testimony of the Woman Who Transcribed 
the Missives Flatly Contradicts the As- 
sertions of the “Star of Kentucky "= 
Miss Pollard Says She Received the 
Letters and He Called Her “ His Little 
Spitfire "Wilson Promises a New Line 
of Cross-Examination for Today, 


Wasutneton, D. C., April 3.—There was a 
variation of the order of testimony in the 
Pollard-Breckinridge trial today to permit 
the introduction of evidence that Col. Breck- 
inridge had carried on a typewritten corre- 
spondence with Madeline Pollard from the 
House of Representatives in 1886. The de- 
mand from the plajntiff’s lawyers to be per- 
mitted to follow this course brought a deli- 
cate question of law before the Judge. It was 
conceded that documents might be brought 
into a case and a witness questioned. upon it 
in cross-6xamination from which to lay the 
basis for contradiction, but whether the exist- 
ence of 4 missing document could be asserted 
and the defendant asked whether he wrote it 
was another question, which Judge Bradley 
decided in the affirmative after listening to 
the arguments and consulting authorities. 

He held, however, that the witnesses could not 
be asked to give their recollection of the con- 
tents of the letters. : 

According!y, Mrs. Louise Lowell, who con- 
ducted a business in typewriting and stenog- 
raphy at the Capitol in the year 1886 and had 
been discovered by’ the plaintiff last Sunday, 
said that she had copied the mysterious leiters 
upon a typewriter for the Colonel, and had 
also addressed for him a package of enve- 
lopes to Miss Pollard, No. 76 North Upper 
street. Lexington, Ky., having made an 
entry of the address in a notebook, which she 
produced,but which did not entirely substan- 
tiate her statement because it seemed to have 
been used in 1887 and 1888. 

Laying Foundation for Rebuttal. 


Miss Pollard also appeared once mere to 
testify that she had received the letters in 
question. Durmg her brief appearance the 
lawyers had their hands full endeavoring to 
make her confine herself to answering the 
questions directed to her, for in her untram- 
meled utterances when on the stand before 
she scored some of the most telling points for 
her side. : 

Thereafter the program wasa continuance 
of the fencing between the Congressnian from 
Kentucky and the ex-Congressman from In- 
diana. Col. Breckinridge made ironclad de- 
niais of the testimony of Mrs. Lowell, be- 
sides contradicting Miss Pollard at many 
points. Judge Wilson was disposed to drop 
into a vein of sarcasin at times, speaking of 
the defendant as ‘‘a fatherly-looking and per- 
fectly respected gentleinan like yourself.“ 
He laid the foundation for more testimony in 
rebuttal by obtaining a denial that a servant 
at the fashionable boarding-house where Miss 
Pollard haf lived had ever seen her using in 
his presence the workbasket formerly beiong- 
ing to his dead wife, which the Colonel swears 
he did not give the plaintiff. Everybody is 
guessing tonight the nature of the new line 
of examination which Mr. Wilson announced 
that he would take up in the morning. 

Judge Bradley does not seem to relish the 
testimony which Col. Breckinridge is giving.

UNION PACIFIC MAY CAUSE A*WAR, 


Emigrant Clearing- House Committee to 
Receive Ita Answer Today. 

A call for a meeting today of the Advisory 
committee of the Immigrant Clearing-House 
of the Western roads was issued yesterday by 
Chairman Caldwell. While the real purpose 
of the meeting is not announced it is believed 
some important developments as regards the 
the position of the Union Pacific towards the 
clearing-house will be made. At last Satur- 
day’s meeting Vice-President Newman of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad was au- 
thorized to submit to General Passenger 
Agent Lomax of the Union Pacifica proposi- 
tion granting his road an increase of about 10 
per cent of the California emigrant business 
over the award previously made 
by the Advisory committee on 
condition that the Union Pacific should be- 
come a party to the immigrant clearing-house 
agreement. No report has yet been made by 
Mr. Newman of the result of his mission. It 
was understood thatin the event of the ac- 
ceptance of the proposition by the Union Pa- 
cific announcement thereof should be made 
by the Chairman. As no such announcement 
has been made it is believed the Union Pacific 
is not yet satisfied with the liberal offer made. 
The indications are that if the Union. Pacific 
interposes further obstacles to an amicable 
adjustment of the existing troubles open war 
will be declared hy the association lines 
against the Union Pacific. 


East-Bound Rates Cut Again.

Proviparcs, R. I., April 1.—[Special Cor. 
respondence.— Wednesday, April 4. the an- 
nual State election takes place. While the 
fact that it is the first State election of the 
year makes it important to the Republicans 
that a verdict be given adverse to the policy 
of the party in power at Washing- 
ton, there are local questions involved 
on which the Democrats are basing 
their campaign. They pretend to believe that 
national issues are not involved. It is con- 
venient for them to believe this, for the great 
army of workingmen thrown out of employ- 
ment by the tariff agitation is not slow to lay 
the blaine at the door of the Democrats. It 
is patent to every one why the Democrats 
want to fight the campaign on local issues. 
The Republicans being right on both national 
and | questions have freely debated both, 
and unless all signs fail in hard times the 
Democrats will be routed. . 

Properly to understand the local issues it iz 
necessary toexplain that all Rhode Island 
elections previous to this one have been held 
under a provision of the Constitution which 
stipulated that a successful candidate must 
have a majority of all the votes cast. If any 
of the gominees for State officers fail of 
an election by the people the Constitution 
provided that the General Assembly. in Grand 


At last year’s election none of the candidates 
for State offices obtained a majority. Accord- 
ing to the newspaper returns the Democratic 
candidates for Governor, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and Attorney-General had pluralities, 
and the Republican candidates for Secretary 
of State and General Treasurer. The 
vote for Governor was: Baker (Dem.), 22. 
0245; Brown (Rep.), 21,830; Metcalf (Pro.), 
3,265; scattering, 104. Thus Baker lacked 
3,185 of the constitutional majority. After 
various by-electidns the General Assembly 
was elected as follows: Republicans, 54; 
Democrats, 54. The sitting Lieutenant-Gouv- 
ernor, who has the vote of, a Senator, 
‘was. a Republican. This gave the 
Republicans one majority. The Sen- 
ate was Republican and the House 
Democratic. ie Democrats of the House, 
realizing how narrow was the majority against 
them, unseated a Republican member from 
Jamestown and seated his Democratic antag- 
onist, who had been beaten in a small vote by 
three majority. They also unseated a meni- 
ber from . Westerly, who claimed his 
seat on the holdover. provisions of 
the . Constitution, his successor’ not 
having been elected. They couldn't 
well seat anybody in his place. This left the 
Grand committee standing: Democrats, 54; 
Republicans, 53. This being so clear a case 
of trying to manufacture a majority the Re-

MICHIGAN. 

The municipal elections Monday ! n Michi- 
gan and Ohio show that a spring Republican 
cyclone swept over those two States on that 
day. Over all those broad lareas the fleld was 
strewn with dead and dying Democrats. The 
‘disaster was of that complete and harrowing 
kind that lea ves no consolation for survivors.

For instance, 
in Michigan, Grand Rapids, normally Demo- 
cratic, and with a very popular Democratic 
ticket, went Republican, and ten out of its 
twelve Aldermen are Republicans, At Ann 
Arbor, the mugwump-Democratic stronghold 
of the State, the Republicans carried their 
ticket for the first time in six years—an event 
which it will puzzle the free trade professors 
at the university to explain to their flook. 
At Albion, Ypsitenti, Owosso, Niles, Battle 
Creek, Alpena (which has been Democratic 
fifteen years), Jackson, Grand Haven, and 
several other places Democratic majorities 
were overturned. 

In Ohio Columbus went Democratic last 
spring by 1,000. This spring it goes Repub 
lican by 3,000. Cleveland went Democratic 
in 1892 by 4,000 and last spring by 1,500. 
This spring the Republicans have won by 
pluralities ranging from 3,000 to 5,000. In 
Cincinnati the straight Republican ticket car- 
ried the day by an overwhelming majority 
against combinations which it was supposed 
were irresistible. Hamilton, the home of 
Senator Brice (when he is at home) and of 
ex-Gov. Campbell, elected a Republican 
Mayor for the first time. Canton, Gov. Me-

vue, Bucyrus, Wooster, London, Waverly. 
Urichsville, Piqua, Mansfield, and Alliance 
the Republicans reversed heavy Democratic 
majorities, and in most of these, as well as in 
several other unnamed places, elected officers 
for the first time. 

From the local standpoint there is covery 
reason for congratulation over these tunex- 
pected results, for these various places will 
now have the blessing of Republican rule and 
next fall will emphasize their satisfaction by 
going to the polls with clean hands and pure 
hearts prepared to emphasize the work of 
Monday. 

There is another and broader view of these 
results. These nfinicipal elections show that 
protection, which the Democrats fancied 
was laid in its grave in 1892, is the liveliest 
kind of a corpse, and that it has gained 
strength and determination from its seeming 
defeat.

FREE TRADE AND THE SINGLE TAX. 

The speech of Congressman Tom L. John- 
son of Cleveland must have been listened to 
with peculiar emotions by the members of the 
Troquois‘club night before last. They pre- 
tend to be in favor of free trade. He un- 
questionably is in favor of it. It may not have 
been pleasant for those of his hearers who are 
large owners of valuable real estate in this 
eity to be informed by a man who is very 
much in earnest that— 

It Will be said: Free trade that would abol- 
ish custom-houses and internal revenue taxes 
would lead to the single tax.“ Certainly it 
would. And there is ite strength. It would do 
little good to abolish the impediments to ex- 
change if we did not also abolish the impedi- 
ments to production. The greatest of all imped - 
ments to production, the greatest of all monopo- 
lies that are impoverishing the many and en- 
riching the few, is the monopoly of land—the pri- 
mary element of all production. Free trade, 
carried to its logical conclusion, the single tax. 
would abolish this fundamental monopoly and 
in doing so solve the labor question and abolish 
poverty. 

Free trade may not have struck the land- 
owning free trade theorists of the clubin that 
light before. It never occurged to them that 
the logical conclusion of free trade was the 
confiscation by the government of the rental 


they should be enlightened. It is well also 
that the Democzatic. farmers of Illinois 
should understand what the revised and 
amended principles of their party are—that it 


is for cheap goods by the abolition of custom. \ 


housés and of cheap whisky and tobacco by 
the abolition of internal revenue taxes, the 
money for the support of the General Govern- 
ment and of State and municipal governments 
as well to be raised by taking the rental 
value of the farmers’ lands and making them 
pay to the State a sum equal to the rent which 
they would ask tenants were they to lease 
their farms. 

If Congressman Johnson is right, when the 
Illinois Democratic farmers voted for Cleve- 
land and tariff reform in 1892 they voted 
knowingly or unknowingly to deprive them- 
selves of the enjoyment of the profits of their 
farms.

It would drive out of 
its ranks those who do not belong to it, those. 


who fetter it and weaken it, and would gather | 


from all sides that great body to whom the 
Democratic principle bas always appealed. It 
would become indeed the party of the masses 
against the classes, the party of right against the 
party of privilege. It would go forward to cer- 
tain victory. 

That is not so certain. While Congress.’ 
man Johnson was preparing his speech the 
Cleveland voters were marking their ballots, 
The result shows that one Democratic prophet 
is without honor among his countrymen. In 
1892 the City of Cleveland gave President 
Cleveland 4,000 majority and those wards 
which compose Mr. Johnson's district gave 
him 3,200 majority. Just a year ago, before 
the full significance of tariff reform’) had 
dawned on the workiigmen, the city gave the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor 1,500 
majority. Day before yesterday the Republic- 
ans swept the city by majorities ranging 
from 3,000 to 5,000. The voters have had a 
foretaste of the Wilsun bill and they do not 
like it. | 

Had Congressman Johnson been a candi- 
date at Monday’s\election he would have been 
beaten out of sight, The Cleveland voters do 
not want free trade with or without its 
“logical conclusjon,” and while in 1892 
they fancied that they wanted tariff re- 
form —not knowing what it was—they say 
now that they want no fooling whatever with 
the protective principle. They want the good 
old laws, the good old wages, and the good 
old opportunities for work which those laws 
gave them. The Congressman who talked 
free trade and the single tax to the [Iroquois 
club has been disowned and repudiated by 
his own people. This may make the Illinois 
Democrats hesitate to follow him. 

The Republicans ought to feel under obliga-

trade, must not stop with the passage of the 
Wilson bill, but pass future laws which will 
wipe out every vestige of protection. It is

The ciub is to 
be thanked spevially for having given Con- 
gressman Johnson a chance to explain to 
Western farmers and the workingmen who 
are owners of lots in Western cities what the 
logical consequence of free trade is as under- 
stood by an increasing nut ber of Northern 
Democrats. The Democratic free tradets ‘of 
the North and the Populists of the West look 
on the income tax as the logical consequence 
of free trade. They do not want the rental 
value of their plantations and farms confis- 
cated. But those Northern free traders of 
whom Congressman Johnson is the type 
want the single tax as the logical consequence 
of free trade.

THE REDUCTIO AD ABSURDUM. 

The junior Democratic organ still contends 
that the three Circuit Court Judges elected last 
fall are not entitled totheir seats. It assumes 
that under the Constitution Circuit Court 
Judges can be elected only in the month of 
June of 1875, 1891, 1897, ete:; that the 
Legislature cannot provide for the election of 
anew Judge in any other month than June, 
and that it eannot give a new Judge a shorter 
term that six years, so that when a new J udge- 
ship is created the office can be filled only at 
one of the regular six-year elections. What 
is the reductio ad absurdum of these proposi- 
tions? 

The Legislature of 1887 passed a law adding 
six tothe number of Circuit Court Judges. 
It was provided that they be elected on the 
first Monday in June, 1888, their term to ex- 
pire on the first Monday of June, 1891, 
“upon the election and qualification of their 
successors in office.” The law provided also 
that on that last named day six Judges should 
be elected “ successors in office of the Judges 
by this act authorized to be elected ’’ on the 


first Monday in June, 1891. Eleven Judges 


were elected. 
Six of these, however, were chosen as the 
** successors in office’’ of Judges who, accord- 


ing to the junior organ, never were Judges, 
but who. usurped office under an unconstitu- } 


tional law. There were no Judges for them 
to succeed in office, according to the reason- 
ing of the South Park Boa zd authorities, 
and only five Judges could be lawfully 
chosen at the election of 1891. Six 
out of the eleven then chosen are not 
entitled to their seats, being elected under 
a law whose provisions are so interwoven that 
to declare portions of it unconstitutional is to 
declare it all unconstitutional. | 

If the Supreme Court were to say that 
Messrs: Smith, Hanecy, and Gibbons 
step down and out it would have to say 
six other Judges, must accompany e 
there were but five constitutional Judges on 
the Circuit Ccurt bench. But not even the 
Supreme Court would be wise enough to de- 
cide who were the five legal Judges elected in 
1891 out of the eleven who were successful at 
that election. The question could be decided 
only by the “divine ordinance of the lot.“ 
Messrs. Tuley, Adams, Dunne, Tuthill, and 
the rest of them would have to draw lots to 
decide who should go and who should stay. 

Thus the strict yonstructionists who in the 
interest of the South Park Board as at pres- 
ent organized are casting a cloud on the title 
of three Judges are really casting one on the 
title of nine out of the total number of four- 
teen and are creating an impression in the

GOLD PRODUCTION INCREASING. 
Facts pointing to a largely augmented gold 
production for this and coming years are ac- 
cumulating. New areas are coming to the 


front as extensive producers or as promising 


to be such. An experienced miner says in 
the columns of the Portland Oregonian that 
Southern Oregon is today the best gold min- 
ing region in the United States. “Jackson 
and Josephine Counties produced last year 
nearly a million dollars, and there is no reason 
on earth why the output should not be five or 
even ten times that amount year.”’ He 
avers that those two counties contain 
more auriferous gravel that is accessible than 


any other known section of the mineral world. 


In the last forty years those counties have 
produced more than forty million dollars 
of placer gold, and yet 
of that wealth is comparatively untouched. 
If the area were located in South Africa or 
around the North Pole people would flock 
tdere by thousands, but because it can be 
reached by a Pullman car it is looked upon 
with suspiciop. Water is abundant in the 


best areas, and all that is required is capital 


to develop them. Every mine in Southern

The Laramie Boomerang reports a big 
mining strike twenty miles west of that point.

; ROBBED BY REBATE 1 


NEW YORK STATE PEOPLE APPEAR 
TO BE OUT $1,500,000, 


Controller Roberts Makes Public Sensa- 
tional Allegations in an Expert's Re- 
port Showing Democratic Collusion in 
Aid of Corporations, Electrical Ar- 
rangement for Use in Stopping Ken- 
away Cable Trains—Gotham Has a Ro- 
publican Enrollment of 63,000. 


New York, April 3.—[Special. ; State Con- 
troller Roberts made pubiie a report at Al- 
bany today showing that tne people of the 
State have been defrauded out of $1,500,000 
paid into the treasury by corporations as their 
share of the public burdéns. This money was 
taken’ out of the treasury under protexts 
which had legal form but no legal substance. 
The greater part of it was returned to the cor- 
‘porations upon a Democratic Controller’s in- 
terpretation of the Federal inter-State com- 
merce law. After all of the money had been 
returned it was decided by the then Demo- 
cratic State government to test the matter in 


the corporations the best of every contention 
and leave the State practically at the mercy 
of the tax dodgers, But even this case was 
won by the State. The general term handed 
down a decision that all the rebate were made 
illegaliy. The decision was written by Justice 
Mayham. a Democrat, and concurred in by 
his associates, Justices Herrick and Putnam. 

It seems clear there has been collusion be- 
tween some one in the office of the State Con- 
troller and someone representing the cor- 
porations. This fact and the attendant facts 
will be brought out by an investigation 
which must follow as the natural sequence of 
the report presented by Expert Dewan. The 
revelations in the report have caused a vast 
amount of discussion, and immediate legis- 
lative action is probable, Stories innumer- 
able are in circulation. One of them will 
doubtless turn out to be an official scandal 
even greater than that which lifted Samuel J. 
Tilden into prominence as the subduer of the 
— ring. It can be sum. arised as fol- 
ow: 


A clerk in the office of the State Controller 
is alleged to have entered into a bargain with 
a firm of lawyers in New York to keep them 
posted on the possibilities of corporation tax 
rebates. Whenever this clerk found a chance 
to bring about such a rebate he communicated 
the iet to the lawyers, who thereapon began 
proceedings. When the rebate was made the 
clerk and the lawyers divided a certain per- 
centage of thé rebate. probably one-half, and 
turned what was left over to the corporation 
whose interests were involved in the transac- 
tion. Thatthis partnership was extremely 
profitable will be ghown by the text of the 


papers renjort. 

t is further charged that it will be tound 
upon investigation that corporations which 
were granted heavy rebates never received a 
penny of the money credited to them. Who 
received, this money no one knows. but an in- 
vestigation may bring the facts to light. 

The report is confined to discoveries in the 
books and accounts of the corporation tax de- 
partment. The expert cites the fact that tne 
first rebate of taxes paid under the law levy- 
ing a tax upon the gross earnings of corpora- 
tions other than manufacturing companies 
was made by Controller Chapin, and then 
divides the rebatesinto three classes—viz.: 
rebates on account of inter-State commerce, 
rebates to leased roads, and rebates on ac- 
count of alleged errors. 

The fallacy of the inter-State commerce 
argument is fully demonstrated, and the de- 
cision of the general term in which all such 
rebates are declared illegal is cited. The re- 
bates were made before the Democratic offi- 
cials undertook to test the matter in the 
courts. In other words, after the horse had 
been stolen the barn door was locked.

TO STOP RUNAWAY CABLE TRAINS,

The signal sounds alongside the engineer in 
the power-house and in less than 4 minute 
from the time of the atcident the cable can 
be stopped. In each power-house eight horses 
and several men are constantly on duty. Two 
fast horses are always hitched to a light spring 
repair on and as soon as the aiarm sounds 
they will dash out and in a few minutes a 
gang of workmen will be on the scene making 
repairs.

The 
police at Summerdale were notified and a 
patrol wagon and three men were dispatched 
to the scene. At Rogers Park a reinforce- 
ment of two officers was received and the trail 
taken up. 

The bull was soon sighted near Calvary. 
He was monarch of all he surveyed, and when 
the pairoi wagon approached the officers dis- 
mounted, leaving the horses to follow at a 
safe distance. A running fight then began, 
the officers keeping up a regular fusil- 
lade from their revolvers at the ter- 
rified and enraged brute. At South 


Evanston Officers Mersch and Kerchen joined 
“tn the pursuit, but it was evident that unless 


hea vier ordnance could be brought to 
bear on the enemy he could not be conquered. 
“The Evanston ‘police were notiti and 
Officers Housel and Johnson, armed with 
guns heavily loaded with buckshot, at- 
tempted to head off the beast, Officer John- 
son poured both barrels into him at close 
range and he shied off the road and ran 
around P. R. Shugnway’s residence on Davis 
street and was entrapped in a fence corner.

Johnson 
gave him both barrels, but was caught on his 
horns and tossed high in the air. 

The animal then made his way down to 
Sheridan drive, but he was bleeding profusely 
from scores of wounds and was decidedly 
Froggy.“ Officer Johnson’s last shot had 
also broken one of his’ front legs. Officer 
Smith of the Rogers Park Station at this junc- 
ture arrived with a rifle and the bull was 
killed.

HEROIC RESCUE OF A SCARED MAN, 


Fireman Sullivan Makes a Daring Climb

It was too 
short. Gillen, standing on the narrow ledge, 
pale and trembiing, seemed about to make 
another effort to reach a winduw. Cries 
from the crowd caused him to stop, however, 
and in a moment more he saw effectual help 
coming to him. Truckman Sullivan, witha 
small scaling ladder, climbed to the top of the 
extension ladder and hooked the smaller one 
to the ledge. It was bareiy long enough to 
span the distance, and Sullivan, while holding 
himself in place, had to hold the small ladder 
in place, a teat in itself of no small difficulty. 
Gillen then made’ his way .in safety to the 
ground amid the cheers of the crowd.
